Courses 8, 9, 
10, 11, and 12 all deal with methods or problems of teaching, including the teaching of reading, speaking, grammar, composi- 
tion, literature, and the drama. Course 12 is a synthetic course given by experienced and successful teachers. 


CREDITS: All courses except 12 may be counted by properly qualified candidates toward the baccalaureate degree 
at Middlebury College when completed with a grade of sixty per cent or over, and for the Master’s degree when completed 
with a grade of eighty per cent or over.
